Remembering 
Hurricane  Katrine 


'We  will  prevail."

The  weather  forecasters  kept  telHng  us  it  was  a 
category  5  hurricane.  But,  they  had  said  the  same 
words  so  many  times  before.  We  all  had  heard  of 
how  Hurricane  Camille  devastated  the  Mississippi 
Gulf  Coast  in  1969,  but  most  of  us  weren't  even 
bom  then.  None  of  us  really  believed  we,  in  the 
Mississippi  Delta,  would  feel  the  impact  of  this 
hurricane  in  the  Gulf 

However,  some  reports  said  the  winds  exceeded 
75  miles  per  hour  right  here  in  Moorhead  on  that 
eerie  Monday  night,  August  28, 2005. 

Tuesday  morning,  August  29,  we  woke  up  after  a 
restless  night  filled  with  both  curiosity  and  dread  to 
leam  from  our  news  stations  that  classes  for  Tuesday 
were  cancelled.  We  began  to  hear  reports  from 
New  Orleans.  We  knew  that  they  had  very  little 
wind  damage  from  the  hurricane,  but  a  levy  was 
breached  in  New  Orleans'  Ward  9!  The  area  was 
flooding.  People  were  stranded.  Caught  by 
surprise. 

Wednesday  rolled  around  and  reports  finally  started 
emerging  from  the  Mississippi  Coast.  No  pictures 
yet.  Oh,  my  gosh,  they  were  reporting  complete 
devastation!  Pictures  finally  began  to  eke  out  over 


the  airwaves.  Mesmerized  by  what  we  were  seeing 
on  television,  we  were  all  asking,  "Is  this  real?" 
Everything  within  two  blocks  of  the  Gulf  from  Ocean 
Springs  to  Bay  St.  Louis  was  totally  wiped  out. 
Not  a  building  standing. 

Literally  everyone  at  MDCC  knew  someone 
affected  by  this  horrific  disaster.  Many  of  us  took 
in  family  members  from  the  area.  Some  took  in 
sfrangers.  Motels  in  our  area  were  filled  to  capacity 
with  evacuees  from  the  Coast  and  New  Orleans. 
Civic  Centers  turned  into  safe  havens  for  evacuees. 
Local  churches  and  civic  groups  took  turns 
providing  meals.  MDCC  students  and  staff 
members  volunteered  at  the  centers.  We  all  dug 
deep  into  our  hearts  and  pockets  to  help  our  fellow 
Mississippians. 

What  about  our  sister  institutions  in  the  southern 
part  cf  the  State?  When  the  reports  finally  surfaced, 
we  leamed  that  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  Community 
College  suffered  $15  million  in  losses  to  their 
facilities,  and  Pearl  River  Community  College  far 
surpassed  MGCCC  with  a  loss  of  over  $50  million 
to  their  facilities.  Jones  County  Junior  College  lost 
$2  million;  Copiah  Lincoln  Community  College  had 
a  loss  of  $  1  ()(),0()0;  Hast  Central  Community 
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College's  damages  were  $665,000;  Hinds  Community  College, 
$300,000;  Meridian  Community  College,  over  $230,000;  Southwest 
Mississippi  Community  College  stood  at  $  1 08,000;  and  even  Mississippi 
Delta  suffered  a  loss  of  about  $20,000  to  the  Capps  Center.  All  together, 
the  community  colleges  in  Mississippi  lost  almost  $69  million  in  structural 
damage  because  of  Hurricane  Katrina.  But,  when  the  estimates  were 
done  on  county  revenue  lost,  tuition  lost,  debris  removal,  loss  of  workforce 
fiinding  due  to  unemployment  claims,  the  figure  climbed  to  over  $95 
million. 

Truly,  this  was  an  event  of  epic  proportions.  Not  just  Mississippi,  but  the 
entire  South,  ail  of  American,  and  even  America's  friends  throughout  the 
world  began  to  reach  out.  All  wanted  to  play  some  small  part  in  making 
Mississippi  whole  again. 

Contributions  began  to  pour  into  Mississippi  from  all  over  the  world.  At 
MDCC,  a  variety  of  efforts  were  focused  around  raising  fiinds  to  help 
our  fellow  Mississipians.  The  "hat"  was  passed  at  every  home  football 
game.  We  collected  contributions  throughout  the  week  of  Homecoming, 
resulting  in  donations  of  money,  bottled  water  and  food;  we  sent  our 
Vice-President  of  Enrollment  Services  to  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast 
Community  College  to  help  assist  with  financial  aid  responsibilities  in  re- 
enrolling  students  after  Hurricane  Katrina;  several  members  of  our 
Maintenance  Staff  went  to  Pearl  River  Community  College  to  help  w  ith 
clean  up  at  their  Poplarville  campus;  we  held  a  benefit  concert  by 
performing  groups;  and,  a  Christmas  Bizarre  was  sponsored  by  the 
Christian  Student  Center  with  1 0%  of  the  proceeds  going  to  Hurricane 
Katrina  relief  efforts. 

An  article  published  in  Jackson's  Clarion  Ledger  on  October  2  featured 
an  interview  with  Mississippi  author  John  Grisham.  In  the  article,  he 
quoted  Mississippian  William  Faulker.  who  accepted  the  Nobel  prize  in 
1950.  In  part,  Mr.  Faulker  said,  "I  believe  that  man  will  prevail.  He  is 
immortal,  not  because  he  alone  among  creatures  has  an  inexhaustible 
voice,  but  because  he  has  a  soul,  a  spirit  capable  of  compassion,  sacrifice 
and  endurance." 

Mr.  Grisham  went  on  to  state,  "Today,  Faulkner  would  find  his  native 
State  a  resilent  spirit  that  is  aniii/ing  to  behold.  The  people  here  sacrifice 
and  live  and  give  until  one  day  this  storm  will  be  behind  them,  and  they 
will  look  back,  like  their  parents  and  grandparents,  and  quietly  say,  'Wc 
will  prevail.'" 
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Capps  Center  Contributes  to  Keeping 
Families  in  Touch  Via  Computer  Facilities 

The  MDCC  Capps  Center  in  Indianola  opened  one  of  its  computer 
rooms  to  evacuees  following  Hurricane  Katrina  to  assist  in 
communicating  with  family  and  friends  via  the  internet.  A  number 
of  evacuees  from  the  Coastal  area  were  temporarily  housed  in 
area  motels  and  local  homes. 

"Many  of  the  people  we  saw  visit  the  center  had  stated  that 
they  had  nothing  to  go  back  to  and  were  considering  permanently 
locating  in  the  Delta  if  they  could  find  employment  and  housing," 
said  Perry  Jenkins,  Dean  of  Workforce  Education  at  Mississippi 
Delta  Community  College  Capps  Center.  "We  were  informed 
that  there  were  maintenance  people,  machinists,  electricians, 
health  care  specialists,  managers,  supervisors,  accountants, 
computer  people,  transportation  specialists,  retail  clerks,  and 
hourly  employees  looking  for  work.  I  am  sure  that  there  were 
other  vocations  also." 

Evacueas  were  impressed  with  the  Delta  and  the  Delta  people, 
its  hospitality,  and  how  they  were  received  in  their  time  of  need. 
The  mission  of  the  Capps  Center  is  to  teach,  train  and  place 
individuals  for  employment  in  area  businesses. 

In  a  press  release  following  Hurricane  Katrina,  MDCC  President 
Larry  Bailey  said,  "The  challenge  has  never  been  greater  to 
lead  in  this  time  of  crisis.  The  administration,  faculty  and  staff 
at  MDCC  and  the  Capps  Center  are  keenly  aware  of  the  needs 
of  these  evacuees  and  the  needs  of  the  Delta  area  businesses. 
Area  businesses  have  indicated  that  talented,  capable,  and  highly 
motivated  employees  are  always  needed.  Through  this  effort. 
Dean  Jenkins  and  his  staff  can  help  to  match  evacuees  with  the 
specific  needs  of  the  area  employers." 

Requests  for  needs  for  employees  that  could  not  be  filled  were 
sent  to  economic  developers,  chambers  of  commerce,  and 
industrial  foundations  to  disseminate  to  people  who  had 
contacted  them  concerning  employment.  The  Capps  Center  then 
disseminated  openings  of  area  businesses  in  the  cities  and 
counties  in  MDCC's  district  to  the  evacuees. 


Football 
Season 
Delayed 

The  Mississippi  Association  of  Community  and  Junior 
Colleges  decided  that  all  MACJC  athletic  events  would 
not  begin  the  season  until  September  19,  2005,  due  to 
Hurricane  Katrina  and  its  effects  on  Mississippi's 
community  colleges.  In  addition  to  cancelling  several 
soccer  games,  the  beginning  of  football  season  was 
delayed.  Football  teams  began  their  regular  schedule 
starting  with  the  fourth  playing  game.  The  third  game 
was  played  at  the  end  of  the  season.  The  regular  playoff 
format  followed.

Due  to  severe  damage,  the  community  colleges  in  the  Gulf  Coast  Regions  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
and  Alabama  were  temporarily  closed  following  the  catastrophic  category  5  Hurricane  Katrina  that 
devastated  the  area  on  August  29,  2005.  To  assist  in  relief  for  those  Alabama  and  Louisiana  residents 
that  relocated  to  Mississippi  due  to  the  impact  of  the  hurricane,  Mississippi  community  colleges 
waived  out-of-state  tuition  for  the  fall  and  spring  terms.  Mississippi's  State  Board  for  Community  and 
Junior  Colleges  stated  that  the  rationale  for  this  decision  was  based  on  the  fact  that  Mississippi  was 
in  a  state  of  emergency  which  called  for  an  effort  to  reach  out  to  the  the  State's  citizens  whether  they 
were  permanent  or  temporary  residents. 

The  Alabama  College  System  awarded  full  tuition  and  fee  assistance  to  students  enrolled  in  Mississippi 
public  community,  junior  or  technical  colleges  that  were  unable  to  reopen  due  to  damage. 

Even  Southside  Virginia  Community  College,  located  in  Alberta,  VA,  stepped  up  to  the  challenge. 
Under  the  leadership  of  MDCC  Alumnus,  Dr.  John  J.  Cavan,  SVCC  prepared  an  educational  plan  and 
support  for  1 800  victims  of  the  hurricane  who  moved  into  housing  in  its  area.  The  college  provided 
training  to  the  evacuees  in  heavy  equipment  operations,  diesel  technology,  truck  driving,  computer 
science,  cosmetology,  general  education  and  fast  tract  G.E.D.  In  a  press  release  sent  out  by  Southside 
VA  Community  College,  Dr.  Cavan  stated  that  he  had  an  extra  commitment  to  the  program  for  helping 
the  evacuees.  He  said,  "Both  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  provided  me  with  a  free  undergraduate 
education.  I  was  a  scholarship  basketball  player,  and  I  now  have  an  opportunity  to  pay  those  states 
back  in  a  small  way." 

Dr.  Cavan  attended  MDCC  in  1 957-58  and  then  went  on  to  Louisiana  and  played  basketball  for  Nicholls 
State.  He  was  named  MDCC's  2005  Alumnus  of  the  Year.

FOR  KATRINA  RELIEF 


The  concert  was  one  of  many  efforts  by  student 
organizations  on  the  MDCC  campus  to  raise  money  for 
the  evacuees  of  Hurricane  Katrina  in  Mississippi. 

The  College  raised  over  $700  through  contributions  at 
home  football  games  this  fall. 

The  Student  Government  Association,  Phi  Theta 
Kappa,  SkillsUSA,  and  the  Delta  Connection  student 
organizations  collected  canned  food  and  bottled  water. 

All  funds  raised  and  collected  items  were  presented  by 
the  College  to  the  American  Red  Cross  and  the 
Salvation  Army.

Entergy  and  transportation  costs  cause 
school  to  change  to  a  four  day  week 

Will  the  change  be  for  the  better? 

The  MDCC  Board  of  Trustees  voted  in  Octot)er,  by  a  14-2  vote, 
to  approve  President  Larry  Bailey's  recommendation  to 
implement  a  four-day  dass  and  work  schedule  effective  January 
1 ,  2006.  Trustees  acted  after  reviewing  results  of  a  college 
survey  and  hearing  from  the  College's  administration  concems 
about  the  rising  transportation  costs  for  students  and  the 
predicted  increase  in  utility  costs  for  the  college. 

"I  will  admit,  at  this  time,  the  overall  driving  force  for  the 
recommendation  of  a  four-day  schedule  is  economics,"  Dr. 
Bailey  said  at  the  October  meeting.  "However,  we  have  done 
much  research  in  this  area,  and  there  are  many  more 
contributing  factors  that  make  this  change  of  schedule 
imperative.  In  addition  to  saving  on  transportation  costs,  our 
students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  have  additional  time  for 
work.' 

He  added.  "The  predicted  increases  stated  by  suppliers  of 
natural  gas.  propane,  and  electricity  are  going  to  effect  all  of 
us.  Energy  suppliers  have  indicated  to  us  that  costs  of  energy 
could  nse  as  much  as  75%  this  year" 


The  College  surveyed 
students  this  fall  concerning 
implementing  a  four-day 
schedule. 

88%  of  the  students  surveyed 
indicated  that  a  four  day  week 
would  offer  substantial 
savings  in  transportation 
costs. 

99%  of  those  surveyed 
favored  implementing  a  four- 
day  week.

After  talking  with  Chief  of  Campus  Police, 
Officer  Henry  Manuel,  it  was  soon  clear  that 
parking  on  campus  was  a  problem  of  the  past. 
According  to  Chief  Manuel,  the  problems  with 
insufficient  parking  spaces  have  been 
eliminated  due  to  the  addition  of  several  off 
campus  sites.  Previously,  the  campus  did  not 
have  suitable  parking  because  of  all  the 
commuters,  but  Chief  Manuel  says  that  is  no 
longer  a  problem. 

The  Chief  also  gives  a  word  of  advice  to  those 
resident  students  who  struggle  to  find  parking 
spots  during  the  week.  He  suggests  coming  to 
school  on  Sunday  to  beat  the  Monday  crowd 
and  considering  carpooling  with  friends.  Rather 
than  focusing  on  parking.  Chief  Manuel  says, 
"Our  main  concern  is  in  keeping  the  campus 
safe."  Campus  Police  has  fourteen  officers, 
nine  frill  times,  and  five  part  times.

Q.  What  is  the  most  common  parking  violation? 
A.  Parking  without  a  permit 

Q.  How  long  does  a  student  have  to  pay  his/her  parking  ticket? 
A.  Parking  fines  must  be  paid  by  the  end  of  the  semester. 

Q.  What  if  a  student  doesn't  pay  his/her  fine? 

A.  When  a  student  has  an  outstanding  fine  on  his  or  her  account,  a  "hold" 
will  be  placed  on  the  student's  records.  This  means  the  student  cannot 
register  for  the  next  semester.  It  also  means  that  the  student's  transcript 
will  not  be  release  to  another  school  or  to  a  propective  employee. 

Q.  Does  any  student  come  to  your  mind  as  holding  an  all-time  high  for  the 
number  of  parking  violations  during  your  tenure  here? 
A.  We  had  a  student  from  Anguilla  back  in  the  fall  of  1997  who  just 
wouldn't  stop  parking  on  the  grass.  It  ended  up  costing  him  $1300  in 
parking  tickets. 

Q.  What  is  done  with  the  money  collected  for  parking  violations? 
A.  The  money  is  receipted  into  the  College's  general  fund.  General  fund 
money  is  used  for  a  variety  of  purposes  ranging  from  building  parking  lots 
to  improving  classroom  facilities.

The  yearbook  staff  selected  two  amazing  teachers  to  profile  in  this  year's 
Retrospect:  Mrs.  Ellen  Steeby  and  Ms.  Toni  Gary.  Mrs.  Steeby,  a  foreign 
languages  teacher  who  also  provides  instructional  support  in  the  Center  of  Learning,  is  a  resident 
of  Inverness  who  is  originally  from  Boston.  She  has  been  on  staff  at  MDCC  since  1990.  Ms. 
Gary,  a  social  science  teacher  at  MDCC  since  1998,  lives  on  the  MDCC  Campus  in  faculty 
housing,  but  she  is  originally  from  Belzoni.  Although  these  two  instructors  grew  up  in  very 
different  worlds,  they  share  at  least  one  common  characteristic:  their  extraordinary  zest  and 
passion  for  life. 

MRS.  ELLEN  STEEBY  decided  to  become  a  foreign 
languages  teacher  when  she  was  about  fifteen  years 
old.  She  began  taking  French  in  the  fourth  grade 
and  really  fell  in  love  with  the  language.  She  was 
fortunate  also  to  have  some  very  good  teachers 
which  insDired  her  to  become  a  teacher. 


She  found  that  studying  foreign  languages  opened 
up  her  world  and  introduced  her  to  other  cultures. 
However  her  decision  to  join  the  Peace  Corps  when 
she  graduated  college  gave  her  an  opportunity  to 
actually  experience  the  cultures  of  other  parts  of 
the  world  as  well  as  to  utilize  her  knowledge  of  the 
French  language  and  develop  her  teaching  skills. 

Being  in  the  Peace  Corps  also  gave  Mrs.  Steeby 
an  opportunity  to  live  in  other  parts  of  the  world, 
namely  The  Central  African  Republic.  She  looks 
back  in  amazement  at  some  of  her  experiences 
while  there.  She  tells  the  story  that  she  was  once 
hitchhiking  across  two  countries,  from  where  she 
was  vacationing  in  Cameroon  back  to  The  Central 
African  Republic.  Riding  on  a  big  transport  truck, 
she  was  the  only  woman  on  board  along  with  several 
men.  She  relates  that  she  became  a  little  nervous 
when  the  driver  announced  that  they  were  going  to 
pull  over  for  the  night;  but,  much  to  her  relief,  the 
overnight  stop  was  quite  uneventful. 

In  addition  to  English  and  French,  Mrs.  Steeby  also 
speaks  Spanish  fluently.  She  aspires  to  learn 
Arabic,  Dutch,  and  Chinese  when  she  retires.  She 
explained  that  understanding  Arabic  would  enable 
her  to  better  understand  the  events  taking  place  in 
the  Middle  East  while  her  desire  to  learn  to  speak 
Dutch  IS  a  result  of  having  a  best  friend  who  is  Dutch. 
She  also  would  like  to  speak  Chinese  because  the 
language  is  so  widely  spoken. 

Mrs.  Steeby's  love  of  teaching  is  reflected  when 
she  concluded  her  interview  with  Retrospect  staff 
member  Shannon  Morgan  by  saying,  "One  of  the 
greatest  pleasures  in  life  is  the  ability  to  share 
something  you  enjoy  with  rjthers  I've  been  able  to 
do  that  in  the  classroom  with  people  of  different 
ages,  races,  and  nationalities  for  26  years,  and  I 
consider  myself  very  fortunate."

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j  MS.  TONI  GARY  dreamed  of  becoming  a 
basketball  coach  when  she  entered  college  at 
MSCW  (now  MUW);  however,  her  career  path 
took  a  turn.  She  ended  up  working  as  a  county 
social  worker  with  abused  and  neglected  children 
and  foster  care  when  she  graduated  college.  She 
eventually  became  a  full-time  mother  and 
homemaker  after  her  three  children  were  born  and 
also  helped  her  husband  run  his  business. 

At  the  age  of  40,  she  decided  to  go  to  graduate 
school  to  become  a  guidance  counselor.  She  then 
worked  nine  years  at  Indianola  Academy  where 
she  was  a  counselor  for  elementary,  junior  high 
and  high  school  students  and  also  a  psychology 
and  sociology  teacher.  It  was  then  that  Ms.  Gary 
realized  that  she  loved  teaching  and  especially 
loved  teaching  psychology. 

At  the  end  of  her  first  year  at  MDCC  as  a 
psychology  teacher,  Ms.  Gary  was  diagnosed  with 
inflammatory  breast  cancer  (locally  advanced).  At 
the  time,  the  prognosis  for  this  type  of  cancer  had 
only  a  2%  chance  for  survival  for  more  than  18 
months.  ( 

Because  her  cancer  was  very  rare  and  aggressive, 
doctors  in  Mississippi  sent  her  to  a  national 
cancer  center,  M.D.  Anderson  Cancer  Center  in 
Houston,  Texas.  She  was  placed  on  a  clinical  trial 
and  took  extremely  high  doses  of  experimental 
chemotherapy  and  radiation.  She  also  had  a 
modified  radical  bilateral  mastectomy  and  took 
hormone  therapy.  The  surgery,  chemotherapy  and 
radiation  took  about  a  year,  but  she  praises  the 
MDCC  Family  because  they  took  care  of  her 
during  that  difficult  time.  Teaching  a  full  load,  her 
classes  were  scheduled  on  Mondays  and 
Tuesdays,  giving  her  most  of  the  week  to  travel 
for  treatments  and  to  rest.  Ms.  Gary  has  been  in 
remission  for  six  years,  but  she  will  continue  to 
take  a  new  hormone  treatment  indefinitely  while 
being  monitored  by  the  doctors  at  M.D.  Anderson. 

Ms.  Gary  often  tells  people  that  cancer  was  the 
worst  thing  and  the  best  thing  that  ever  happened 
to  her.  She  learned  she  was  truly  blessed  and 
that  people  were  much  more  important  than 
possessions.  She  learned  what  her  true  priohties 
were  and  that  she  need  not  fear  anything.  Her 
mantra  became,  "If  God  brought  me  to  it,  He  will 
bring  me  through  it."  One  of  the  greatest  lessons 
she  learned  was  that  every  person  and  event  in 
her  life  earned  a  lesson  from  which  she  could  learn 
if  she  would  only  pay  attention  and  turn  over  to 
God  her  desire  to  control  her  destiny. 

During  Ms.  Gary's  treatment,  a  former  student 
went  to  see  her  to  tell  Ms.  Gary  that  she  had 
gone  to  work  for  the  American  Cancer  Society. 
Because  of  that  student,  Ms.  Gary  became 
involved  in  volunteer  work  with  ACS  and  became 
a  Reach  to  Recover  volunteer,  speaking  to  groups 


about  breast  cancer  and  joining  in  advocating  for 
legislation  to  provide  more  funds  for  cancer 
research  and  better  treatment  for  cancer  patients. 
She  was  chosen  as  a  community  ambassador 
by  the  ACS  and  traveled  to  Washington,  D.C.,  on 
two  occasions  to  meet  with  lawmakers. 

Two  years  ago  Ms.  Gary  learned  about  Colleges 
Against  Cancer,  a  student  arm  of  ACS.  She 
decided  to  start  a  chapter  on  the  MDCC  campus, 
and  it  became  the  first  in  the  State  of  Mississippi. 
Every  year,  CAC  organizes  projects  to  raise 
awareness  and  educate  students  and  the  public 
about  early  detection  and  prevention  of  cancer. 
Ms.  Gary  has  taken  groups  to  the  State  capitol 
to  lobby  for  tobacco  tax  increases  in  Mississippi. 

Her  chapter  of  CAC  received  a  national  award  from 
ACS  for  their  lobbying  efforts  this  year  at  a  National 
Youth  Summit  in  Orlando,  Flonda.  The  MDCC 
chapter  also  has  had  a  team  in  the  Sunflower 
County  Relay  for  Life  to  raise  money  for  cancer 
research  and  to  educate  participants  about  the 
programs  of  the  American  Cancer  Society. 

Even  though  Ms.  Gary  is  a  totally  committed 
teacher,  she  says  that  her  greatest 
accomplishment  is  having  raised  three  amazing 
children.  Seeing  them  have  happy  marriages  and 
successful  careers  makes  her  feel  proud:  but, 
Ms.  Gary  adds  that  now  that  she  has  become  a 
grandmother,  life  is  getting  better  and  better!

The  Greenville  Higher  Education 
Center  section  focuses  on  the 
state-of-the-art  facility  located  in 
Greenville.

The  facility  is  a  collaborative  effort 
of  Delta  State  University, 
Mississippi  Valley  State  University 
and  Mississippi  Delta  Community 
College. 

MDCC  graduated  its  first  class  of 
students  at  GHEC  in  May  2005. 
These  students  took  all  of  their 
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course  work  in  Greenville  at 
GHEC.  (pictured  above). 

A  charming  aspect  of  GHEC  is  the 
courtyard  created  entirely  by 
community  volunteer  labor  and 
funded  by  donations.  The

initiative  conceptualized  and 
directed  by  the  GHEC 
Beautification  Committee  which 
meets  regularly. 

The  handsome  campus  is 
certainly  the  crowning  jewel  for  the 
citizens  of  Greenville  and  an  asset 
to  MDCC. 
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THE  GREENWOOD 
CENTER  is  located  on 
West  Park  Avenue  across 
from  CVS  Pharmacy  in 
Greenwood,  Mississippi. 

The  one  story  complex  is 
shared  with  one  other  store, 
Honest  Abe's  Donuts.  The 
donut  shop  has  become 
quite  the  hot  spot  for  students 
having  morning  classes  at 
the  Greenwood  Center. 

Many  students  feel  that 
Honest  Abe's  gives  their 
center  something  special 
and  are  proud  to  share  their 
building  with  it. 


The  Greenwood  Center  has 
not  always  been  on  Park 
Avenue.  This  has  only  been 
its  first  year  at  this  location. 

For  two  years,  the  Center 
was  located  in  downtown 
Greenwood  on  Howard 
Steet  across  from  the 
Alluvian  Hotel  (pictured  at 
right). 

The  Greenwood  Center  is 
home  to  more  than  300 
students.  All  of  the  teachers 
are  part-time.  There  are  two 
part-time  office  workers 
during  the  day,  Mary  Joseph 
and  Jose  Gandorilla. 
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THE  CHARLES  W.  CAPPS  JR.  TECHNOLOGY 
CENTER  is  located  at  the  geographical  center  of  the 
seven  county  ser\  ice  area  of  MDCC  in  Indianola  on 
U.S.  Highway  82  midway  between  Greenwood  and 
Greenville.  8  miles  west  of  Moorhead.  Its  primary 
purpose  is  to  focus  on  the  training,  education,  and  skills 
improN'ement  needs  of  businesses  and  industries. 

The  Charles  W.  Capps  Center  is  the  Workforce 
Education  Division  of  Mississippi  Delta  Communit>' 
College.  They  offer  short-term  classes,  customized 
training  for  business  and  industr>'.  nationally  recognized 
certifications,  and  job  readiness  training  for  those 
entering  the  \\  ork  force.  Through  subsidies  offered  by 
the  State  Board  of  Community  and  Junior  Colleges, 
they  offer  high  quality  training  at  a  reduced  cost. 

The  Capps  Technology  Center's  mission  is  to  provide 
customized  training  on  demand  to  new  and  existing 
businesses  and  industries. 

This  training  is  designed  to  help  businesses  and  industries 
decrease  production  costs  and  increase  flexibility  in 
manufacturing  systems  as  well  as  train  potential 
employees  through  hands-on  projects  and  applications.

The  Madison,  MS.,  native  was  also  a  standout  (and 
honor  graduate)  at  Madison-Ridgeland  High  School  where 
she  earned  all-county  and  all-metro  (Jackson)  honors.  She 
was  also  a  Mississippi  prep  all  star  at  Madison-Ridgeland. 

McDonald  served  as  a  graduate  assistant  at  DSD  from 
1987  to  1989  and  then  served  as  an  assistant  coach  at 
Mississippi  State  University  for  the  1989-90  season  before 
returning  to  DSU  as  a  full-time  assistant  coach. 

As  assistant  coach  she  helped  lead  the  Lady  Statesmen 
to  the  Gulf  South  Conference  Tournament  Championship 
all  nine  years  and  the  NCAA  Regional  Tournament  seven 
of  those  years.  She  helped  coach  the  DSU  women  to  the 
NCAA  Final  Four  in  1 996  and  1 997.  During  her  first  year  as 
assistant  coach,  the  Lady  Statesmen  won  the  NCAA 
Division  II  National  Championship. 

She  received  numerous  honors  while  playing  at  Delta  State. 
She  was  named  DSU's  Sportsmanship  Award  recipient 
and  was  named  Best  Defensive  Player  following  her 
freshman  year.  She  received  the  Free  Throw  Shooting 
Award  her  junior  year  for  shooting  75.8  %  from  the  charity 
stripe.  She  was  named  the  Margaret  Wade  Most  Valuable 
Player  as  well  as  permanent  team  captain  after  her  senior 
year.

Radiologic  Technology 
(Radiography)  is  a  technical 
program  consisting  of  a  combination 
of  theory,  laboratory,  and  clinical 
experience  and  is  designed  to  teach 
the  student  to  develop  the  basic  skills 
to  enter  the  health  occupations  field 
as  Radiologic  Technologist. 

Students  who  complete  this  program 
can  chose  from  a  wide  variety  of 
areas  such  as  Radiation  Therapy 
Technologist,  who  provides  treatment 
for  various  diseases,  most  commonly 
cancer,  through  the  use  of  radiation 
and  chemicals:  Nuclear  Medicine 
Technologist  ,  who  uses  radioactive 
isotopes  to  assist  in  disease 
diagnosis:  Diagnostic  Medical 
Sonographer,  who  uses  ultrasonic 
waves  to  image  various  areas  of  the 
body  for  diagnostic  purposes:  and, 
Mammographer  ,  who  performs 
breast  imaging  The  radiographer  may 
decide,  through  on  the  job  training,  to 
concentrate  in  special  procedures, 
heart  catherization,  computerized 
axial  tomography  and  magnetic 
resonance  imaging 


Medical  Laboratory 

Technologists  perform  most  of 
the  crucial  testing  in  the  detection, 
diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  disease. 
They  examine  and  analyze  body 
fluids,  tissues,  and  cells.  They  look 
for  bacteria,  parasites,  or  other 
microorganisms:  analyze  the 
chemical  content  of  fluids:  match 
blood  for  transfusions:  and  test  for 
drug  levels  in  the  blood  to  show  how 
a  patient  is  responding  to  treatment. 
They  also  prepare  specimens  for 
examination,  count  cells,  and  look 
for  abnormal  cells.  They  use 
automated  equipment  and 
instruments  that  perform  a  number 
of  tests  simultaneously,  as  well  as 
microscopes,  cell  counters,  and 
other  kinds  of  sophisticated 
laboratory  equipment  to  perform 
tests  Then  they  analyze  the  results 
and  relay  them  to  physicians. 

More  than  half  of  laboratory 
technologists  work  in  hospitals. 
Most  others  work  in  medical 
laboratories  and  offices  and  clinics 
of  physicians.  Some  work  in  blood 
banks,  research  and  testing 
laboratories,  and  in  the  Federal 
Government— at  Department  of 
Veterans  Affairs  hospitals  and  U  S 
Public  Health  Service  facilities 

Employment  of  clinical  laboratory 
workers  is  expected  to  grow  slightly 
faster  than  the  average  for  all 
occupations  through  the  year  2006 
as  the  volume  of  laboratory  tests 
increases  with  population  growth 
and  the  development  of  new  types 
of  tests.  Growth  in  the  number  of 
public  and  pnvate  medical  facilities, 
the  increased  importance  of 
laboratory  tests  in  medical 
diagnosis,  and  the  initiation  of  new 


MDCC's  Associate  Degree 
Mursing  Program  (ADN)  was 
established  in  1964  and  has  an 
overall  pass  rate  of  99%  on  the 
licensure  exam. 

The  ADN  Program  is  designed  to 
provide  educational  opportunities  to 
qualified  students  for  a  rewarding 
career  that  will  help  meet  the 
expanding  health  care  needs  of  the 
community  The  program  prepares 
the  individual  to  practice  as  a 
Registered  Nurse,  according  to  the 
State  of  Mississippi  Law  Graduates 
are  eligible  to  take  the  National 
Council  Licensing  Examination 
(NCLEX)  for  licensure  as  registered 
nurses. 


Short  term  programs,  which 
last  one  semester  or  less,  offered 
at  MDCC  include  Health  Care 
Assistant,  Emergency  Medical 
Technology,  and  Phlebotomy. 

Phlebotomy  prepares  individuals  to 
collect  blood  specimens  for  clinical 
laboratories. 

The  Health  Care  Assistant  program 
provides  the  individual  with 
knowledge  and  performance  skills 
to  give  basic  care  to  patients  in 
hospitals,  long  term  care  facilities, 
and  personal  homes. 

The  Emergency  Medical 
Technology  (EMT)  program 
provides  individuals  with  the 
knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to 
provide  care  to  patients  who  call 
for  an  ambulance  due  to  sudden 
illness  or  injury. 

This  course  is  appropriate  for  fire 
fighters,  police  officers,  other  law 
enforcement  and  civil  defense 
personnel.
